400 Unruly Convicts Fire 


Prison Stockade Last

COLUMBIA. Ohio., May 8— (ff>)— 


Two sleeping Ohio penitentiary con- 
victs were accidentally killed by ma- 
chine gun bullets today. A weapon, 
mounted in the prison yard after last 
night's stockade fire was unadvert- 
cntly discharged by 
Ohio 
National 


Guardsmen. 


The' victims were asleep in the "E" 


and. : "F" dormitories when a bullet 
passed through the barred windows 
and Struck both men in the head. The 
two convicts were almost instantly 
killed. The dead men are believed to 
be James W. Ross and • Alfred Free- 
man, the latter a negro. Ross was 
serving 10 to 15 years for burglary and 
arid grand larceny, (while 
Freeman 


was serving 10 to 20 years on a charge 
of 
manslaughter. 


Identification of the two is not cer- 


tain. Guardsmen pointed 
out 
that 


nearly all numbers of prisoners had 
been confused due to the disastrous 
Easter Monday fire when 320 convicts 
were killed by fire and smoke. 


A third convict was wounded Col. 


Robert S. Haubrich, ranking guard of- 
ficer at the prison reported the shoot- 
ing occured about 6 a. m. He said 
following last night's fire in the stock- 
ade where Some 400 unruly convicts 
fired 88 tents inside the barbwire en- 
closure, and that machine guns were 
mountedf out in' the prison yard to 
prevent any break for liberty. Four 
hours after the regular breakfast hour, 
convicts where only one-lonely tent 
survived the fire, had not been fed. 
Col. Haubrich said "we are too busy 
doing other things to fed them."

There is a drama about the whole thing that gives it an 


unusual appeal, he spectacle of this ragged, poverty-stricken 
Jndjan defying the might of the great. British empire, and 
trying to launch a revolution by adopting a policy of turning 
the other cheek, is as compelling as it is unusual. 'Revolutions 
are not ordinarily started this 
way. 


Meanwhile, the situation rapidly gets more serious. If 


a great deal of bloodshed does not develop in the next few 
months the English will have cause to congratulate them- 
selves. Not since the days of the Indian mutiny has the In- 
dian problem been as troublesome. 


Gandhi's followers demand absolute, immediate inde- 


pendence. England will undoubtedly make many concessions, 
but this demand will never be granted—not unless there is 
an overturn more stupendous than anything now in sight. 
Jn the end, it is possible that an offer of dominion status will 
be made and accepted. Observers of the'situation say that 
this would satisfy the majority of native leaders, if it were 
certain that it would be put into effect fairly soon and not 
left to the indefinite future. 


The jailing of Gandhi may bring matters to a head. The 


Jittle agitator has insisted from the beginning that his fol- 
lowers refrain from acts of violence; but will he be able to 
restrain them while he is in jail? It is not possible that his j 
imprisonment will stir them to a resentment that will culmi- ' 
nafce in bloody riots ? 


Much hinges on.the answers to those questions. The In- 


dians themselves will be well-adyised if they keep the peace. 
Tb,e$r boycott of British goods puts a tremendous pressure 
pn the home government at Downing street, since it intensi- 
fies England's already bad industrial situation; but open 
yiplence will only make the government more determined to 
pu,t the rebellious element in its place.
